Despite these ‘two. facts, it took 
two centuries for ithe first woman 
to be nominated for.a spot on the 
Court. The momentous occurence

when President Reagan nominated 
Arizona Court of Appeals of Judge 

Sandra’ ‘D. O’Connor to replace 
Associate Justice Potter Stewart 

-on the Supreme Court, 

The move was long overdo. No 
one has ever made the argument 
that women iare not able to hold 
their own in ithe Jegal arena swith 
men, Women have proven them- 
selves as excellent lawyers, and in 
many states they have sat on state 
supreme counts and courts of ap- 
ca served as federal 

lourists. 

., Nevertheless, the Supreme Court 
has remained an all-male bastion 
for its entire history. In the early 
‘years of ‘the court, perhaps this 
was understandable,‘ since women 
narely were taccordéed the’ full 
rights of citizenship granted to 
their, male coutiterpants. But for 
the court, to have remained all- 
male! up into. the late 20th century 
is unfathomable. 

“The irorly is inescapable. The 
Supreme Court stands as the final 
‘word on the law of the land in our 
Constitutional system. Its duty is 
to seek truth tin this nation of laws 
that we i¢all America, ; 

Yet until now, we have chosén 
to neglect a tbasic trieth when it 
comes ito filling vacancies on the 
Court. That truth, simply put, is 
this: women can be excluded no 
longer from their rightful roles as 
equals in our society. ; 

One must question tow this 
Court could extend equal justice 
under Jaw when the majority of 
the nation’s ¢itizens—women—nev- 
er iad representation on the 
Court. Jt made no sense. 

I expect Judge O’Connor to be 
confirmed by. the Senate, as she 
has compiled a sterling record of 
Service asa legislator, lawyer and 
jurist in Arizona. But what will 
this mean fér the Court? Will 
“Equal Justice Under Law” take 
‘on:a new and dramatic meaning? 

On the surface, it is doubtful 
that the influence of Judge O’Con- 
nor, as one member of the nine- 
member Court, will be dramatic. 
No oné knows how she might rule 
on constitutional issués facing the 
Count. Presidents and . governors 
have béen surprised in the past by 
unéxpectéd: opinions rendered by 
jurists thought to be ideologically

MAINE DEER HERD NOT 
THREATENED BY COYOTES 
—SAYS UMO PROFESSOR 

Is it helpful to know what kind 
of territory certain fur bearing an- 
imals and predators take as their 


homes in Maine? ‘Dr. James ‘Sher- : 


bume, cooperating associate pro- 
fessor of wildlife resources ‘at the 
University of Maine tat Orond, 
thinks so and is conducting a-re- 
search project aimed at determ- 
ining why such animals select a 
certain habitat and how these ani- 
mals get along with one another. 

The end result of such research 
should prove most helpful in as- 
sisting the state to develop real- 
istic management plans for such 
fur, bearers as the marten, fisher, 
fox, bobeat, and coyote.’ It’s all 
called predator ecology, 

Most controversial of the ani- 
mals being studied by Sherburne 
and other UMO faculty people is 
the coyote which seems. to be in 
the middle of groups wishing to 
protect it or kill it off. The groups 
seeking to eliminate the coyote 
from Maine or curb its activities 
contend that the animal is a threat 
to the deer population. Dr. Sher- 
burne disagrees. ; 

“The deer population is not in 
any danger, immediate or long 
nange, from coyotes,” he says. 

His research studies how these 
animals utilize their habitats, in- 
cluding the types of prey they 
take, their home ranges, activity 
patterns and how they interact 
with each other. Study areas ere 
selected on the basis of physical 
properties of the terrain, the for- 
est type, size, accessibility and 
harvest (capturing) records. 

The animals are trapped live, 
marked ‘with ear tags and outfitted 
‘with collars containing tiny radio 
transmitters. They are then moni- 
tored through all seasons on foot 
and by planes until enough reloca- 
tions are gathered to establish liv- 
ing patterns, according {o Sher- 
burne. These patterns might show 
that one coyote, or a pair of coy- 
otes, may stay primarily in soft- 
wood areas while another, or pair, 
stays primarily in blueberry land, 
he notes. 

Different animals are found in 
different habitats for different 


‘ reasons. A female coyote, for in- 


stance, may stay in softiwiod 


stands because she had pups, says Kr, 


Sherburne, Habitat xequirements.
